Ir is estimated that 97 per cent of the output of 
manufacturers who sell to mail order houses is 
Stoves marketed through regular trade channels, 
andthe  i.e., the retail dealer. Yet this 97 per 
Catalogue cent is in constant fear of the 3 per cent; 
Houses. and the manufacturers who persist in 
selling to mail order hauses are demoralizing 97 per 
cent of their trade;-if these figures are correct. Is 
there any good reason why such conditions should 
prevail? On the contrary, if there is to be supremacy 
in trade, should it not be with the 97 per cent? 

The stove trade is a good example of this tendency 
of the smaller interest to dominate the larger. Dur- 
ing late years the cost of stoves has increased and the 
retailer has been compelled to advance prices, yet mail 
order houses lower quality rather than raise price. 
This makes it appear to the mail order buyer that the 
retailer is increasing prices without any reason there- 
for, and it is not easy to explain that the difference in 
quality between retail and mail order stoves accounts 
for the difference in price. In other words, a compara- 
tively unimportant interest in the stove trade, handling 
only a small percentage of the total output of stoves, 
is allowed to demoralize the entire trade and make it 
increasingly difficult for every dealer who comes into 
competition with catalogue houses to make a living 
profit. We submit that this is not as it should be. It 
is a case of the tail wagging the dog, and the question 
arises, what is the dog going to do about it? 

Of all articles of merchandise of general sale a stove 
s one that ought to be sold in a retail store where it 
an be inspected by the buyer and where its good 
points can be explained by the seller ; and more impor- 
‘ant than all, where it can be sold with a guarantee of a 
ocal dealer that he will make good any defect or fail- 
ire of the article, In the majority of instances the 
yer expects the dealer to set up the stove in the fall 
nd take it down in the spring and sometimes to store 

during the summer. This is the proper relation 


between dealer and customer, and it is so foreign to 
the catalogue house idea that the wonder is that stoves 
can be sold at all by mail order. 

Wherever a dealer finds that his territory is being 
invaded by catalogue house stoves, he should inaug- 
urate a campaign of education to show the-advantages 
The fact that these advantages 
are real and tangible makes it possible for him to 
present an argument that the mail order people cannot 
break down. The stove trade rightfully belongs to 
the local dealer, and if he goes after it right he can 
get and hold the greater part of it in his territory.

Co-OPERATION in advertising and selling, between 
manufacturer and retail dealer, when rightly carried 
on is productive of excellent results.

This leads to the observation that it pays the re- 
tailer to sell advertised goods. He should look through 
his trade papers and see who is advertising and by 
handling those goods take advantage of the campaigns 
of publicity carried on by these manufacturers, This 
also refers to trade-marked goods that are popularized 
by judicious advertising and that make a direct appeal 
to the public because of their quality. The dealer 


usually makes no mistake in stocking such goods and 
in putting them to the front on his counters. 
more thoroughly he cooperates with the manufacturer 
in their sale the greater will be his profits. 

Every live dealer does more or less advertising in 


The 


his local paper. He will find it profitable to let the 
public know that he sells the nationally advertised 
goods. After the manufacturer has done his part 
in popularizing his line—making it well known every- 
where—there is a double advantage to the retailer in 
advertising such goods locally. The dealer’s announce- 
ment that he carries such well-known goods puts him 
in the class of the makers of those goods and gives 
him all the prestige the goods may have obtained in 
the minds of buyers. If an article is first-class and 
has secured a high reputation for quality by wide- 
spread advertising, that very fact favors the dealer 
who advertises it locally. The reader of such a local 
advertisement unconsciously associates the quality of 
the goods with the quality of the store, and when a 
dealer continues for years to advertise high class, pop- 
ular goods his store comes to be known as a high 
class store. No matter how much prejudice there 
may be against certain lines of advertised goods, the 
fact remains that in general it pays the retailer to 
follow rather closely in thé footsteps of the big na- 
tional advertisers. 








CO-OPERATION, which has been so successful in Eng- 
land, is something yet to be reckoned with in the 
Co-operative United States. That it is coming is evi- 
dent from the recent movement in New 
York to organize a great co-operative 
society of buyers with a view to elimi- 
nating the middleman. The cause of this movement 
is the complaint, so frequently made of late, that prices 
are high because of the many hands through which the 
goods must pass before they reach the consumer. This, 
of course, applies particularly to the produce of the

The co-operative movement above referred to is 
intended to eliminate the retailer, and in this it sh 
wisdom on the part of the promoters. The plan 
intended to embrace in its membership 10,000 he: | 
of New York families, 500 retail dealers in fifty li 
of business, and several hundred farmers in Pe 
sylvania and New York state. The members of ¢), 
association will buy the products of the farm direct. 
through their retail dealers, and thus the “farm to 
consumer” idea is to be put to the test. 

The advantage to retailers in an association of this 
kind is that they feceive their supplies, because of such 
membership, at lower than market rates. This is 
claimed to be possible because the profits of all middle- 
men are to be eliminated, and it is said that in the case 
of some farm products as many as six middlemen or 
brokers have been reaping profits before the products 
reach the consumer. While this does not apply to all 
lines of business, the co-operative idea once started in 
this country will invade all lines and will become a 
competitive feature that cannot be ignored. The only 
serious question as to its success is, whether a system 
that has proved feasible in a country of limited area 
and dense population like England is adapted to the 
wide expanse and thinly settled regions of the United 
States. 








Not only are the exports of tin plates from the 
United States increasing very largely, but the imports 
are falling off rapidly. The tables have 
been completely turned. From an im- 
porting country the United States has 
become an exporter of tin plates and 
now bids fair to build up a big business along this 
line. The actual figures are surprising. The total 
quantity of tin plates imported into the United States 
during the month of August was but 657,263 pounds, 
valued at $25,889, against 9,120,622 pounds, valued at 
$274,652, in August of last year. In July, rg11, the 
quantity imported was 527,720 pounds, valued at $21,- 
971, against 24,170,637 pounds, valued at $715,585, in 
July, 1910. Thus the total quantity of the tin plates 
imported in the months of July and August, 1911, has 
been but 1,184,983 pounds, valued at $47,860, against 
33,291,259 pounds, valued at $990,237, in the corre- 
sponding months of last year. Meantime the exports 
of domestic tin plates have advanced from about 2 mil- 
lion pounds in July and August, 1910, to 23 million in 
July and August, rgrt. 

The causes of this change in the movement of tin 
plates in our foreign commerce are stated by an au 
thority on the subject in response to an inquiry from 
the Bureau of Statistics, as follows: 

“A number of reasons have contributed to th 
changes in the statistics referred to. The price of ti 
plates advanced very materially abroad, owing to th: 
high price of sheet bars, augmented by the enormous 10 
crease on the continent and all over the world in th 
demand for tin plate, for canning fruits, vegetables 
fish, meats and oil products. The demand for tin plat: 
as containers for oil products alone has increased tre 
mendously, by reason of the development of oil-pro

or years the Chicago Health Department has been 
hammering away on fresh air doctrine, trying to im- 
press on the minds of the people the truth that ven- 
tilation is a prime requisite to good health. Now come 
the cool days of autumn and a demonstration of the 
correctness of the Department’s contention that foul 
air is a powerful disease carrier. For the week ended 
October 7th, there’ were 40 deaths in Chicago from 
pneumonia; for the seven days ending October 14th, 
there were 53; for the week ending October ist, 
there were 66, an increase of nearly two deaths a day 
for the two weeks. “Pneumonia is a dirty-air disease, 
caused by dry, dirty and over-heated air.” It is a 
oruesome method of clinching an argument by re- 
ferring to the death statistics, but it is most effective ; 
and some people, you know, have to be stunned to at- 
tract their attention. 

The Department further maintains that most peo- 
ple keep their homes too warm, as a rule above 70 de- 
grees rather than below. Experts on ventilation and 
room temperature tell us that a temperature of 68 for 
people that are properly clad and who are in good 
health, is far better than a higher temperature, say 
70 or above. Another important matter is humidity. 
Most indoor air is too dry, as well as too warm. Espe- 
cially is this true during the cold weather season. It 
is a good plan for those who live in flats or steam- 
heated apartments to have evaporating vessels attached 
to the radiators and kept filled with water. In houses 
heated with hot-air furnaces the evaporating pan in 
the furnace should be kept filled.

If I had my way, I’d not 
allow a building to be put up for factory purposes that 
had any wood in it.”

Former Fire Chief 
Croker, of New York, says that a cigarette caused the 
fire in the Asch Building in that city last March that 
cost the lives of 143 people. There are other similar 
stories about the cigarette that do not add to its flavor. 
Look for developments along the line of putting out 
the cigarette. 

The retail merchant is the object of great solicitude 
on the part of legislators and reformers, who profess 
to see his early extinction through various threatening 
forces to which he seems to be indifferent. Meantime 
he keeps right on “merchandizing” at the old stand 
and preserves the “smile that won’t come off” just as 
if he were not slated for destruction. The following 
verse by George G. Small tells the story of the re- 
tailer and explains so well why he “sticks” that we 
reproduce it herewith.

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:.EMENT OF DELIVERY IN CONTRACTS 
OF SALE. 


BY A. PARKER NEVIN. 

important contribution to current information 
e law of contracts is embodied in the following 

which was sent out by the American Hard- 
vare Manufacturers’ Association, in keeping with 
ts custom to enlighten the trade on matters of im- 
portance having to do with the daily routine of busi- 
ness. Mr. Nevin says: 


in litigation arising out of contracts of sale, the 
chief defense is usually that the goods were not deliy- 
ered in accordance with the prescribed time ; that dam- 
ages have followed as a result of the failure to deliv- 
er; and hence the defense interposed. The meaning 
of the word “delivery” in sales of chattels is very apt 
to be misunderstood, for the reason that it is some- 
times used to mean the transfer of title as well as the 
transfer of possession. As a matter of law, goods are 
delivered when they are placed in the buyer’s power, 
so that he may immediately remove them and cannot 
rightfully be prevented from so doing. Ordinarily 
and in the absence of any agreement to the contrary, 
the seller is under no obligation to send or carry to the 
buyer the goods sold. His duty is generally fulfilled 
by placing them at the disposal of the buyer, so that 
they can be removed by him. The question of delivery 
is essentially one of the intent of the parties. 

The element of time in delivery arises where, under 
the contract, the obligation of sending the goods is on 
the seller. When nothing is said as to time, the seller 
must send them within a reasonable time, and delivery 
within a reasonable time is a sufficient compliance with 
the contract. After the expiration of a _ reasonable 
time, without default on his part, the seller is under no 
obligation to deliver. What constitutes a reasonable 
time is a mixed question of law and fact, depending 
upon the circumstances of each case, and is usually to 
be determined and decided by the jury. If anything 
is to be done by the buyer before the delivery, the seller 
is not in default until it has been done. If, however, 
the contract fixes an express time for delivery, this 
time controls, and failure by the seller to make a sea- 
sonable delivery releases the buyer from his obligation 
to accept and pay for the goods. When the time is to 
be designated by the buyer, the seller cannot be put in 
default until notified of the time chosen. Also where 
the time is to be designated by the seller, he must no- 
tify the buyer, in order to hold him to that date. 

Frequently questions arise over the words “forth- 
with,” “directly,” “immediately,” etc., and the weight 
of opinion seems to be that aside from the interpreta- 
tion given in particular cases, the seller, notwithstand- 
ing such mandatory words, still has a reasonable time 
vithin which to make delivery, even although the use 
{ these terms indicates an intention to hasten delivery. 

Non-delivery or delay in delivery of chattels may or 

y not constitute a breach of contract upon the part 

the seller. This will depend very largely upon the 


tcrms of the contract and the cause of such delay or 


i-delivery. Ordinarily acts of God is an excuse for 
n-delivery or delay; destruction, by accident, of the

goods, before delivery, ordinarily excuses a_ delivery. 
Any act caused by the buyer regarding non-delivery 
will relieve the seller; also where the buyer 
consents or waives a particular time of deliv- 
ery will relieve the seller. But the mere inability, on 
the part of the seller, to perform the contract, arising 
from causes not contemplated by the contract, will not 
excuse delay or non-delivery of the goods in question. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the element 
of delivery of goods in contract of sale is primarily a 
matter of contract ; that in the absence of express con- 
tract the seller is given a reasonable time, consistent 
with the particular facts, in which to deliver.

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SOME: DOUBTFUL POINTS IN GRAVITY 
WATER HEATING 


The following extract from a paper read befor: 
Institution of Heating and Ventilating Enginee: 
Chester, England, appeared in a recent numbe: 
Domestic Engineering, of London: 

Mr. Ernest Richard Dolby, M. Inst. C. E., M 
Mech. E., placed his finger on a very real weakics 
in the existing formule and tables for calculating 
when dealing with this interesting subject, and showed 
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that there are wide differences between the results ob- 
tained by using one or other of the various methods 
recommended by well-known and justly valued au- 
thorities. He said to make the matter clear it will 
perhaps be sufficient at this stage to cite the following 
names of well-known authors who have written upon 
the subject, viz.: Charles Hood (England), W. J. 
Baldwin and Rolla C. Carpenter, Professor of Ex- 
perimental Engineering, Cornell University, both of 
the United States, and H. Rietschel, Professor of En- 
gineering at the Technical High School, Berlin.

_En- cisely accurate, and the exact loss will of course de- 


pend upon various circumstances, such as the position 
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F and length of the pipes, whether they are protected 
or not, and soon. The loss is in most cases very small 
in comparison with the loss in the radiator itself, and 
the assumption referred to above is made by the va- 
rious authors already cited. After the calculations 
nave been made upon that assumption, it is of course 
ossible, and may frequently be desirable, to adjust 
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the calculations by taking the losses in the transmis- 
sion pipes into account. If now it be assumed that the 
water leaving the top of the boiler, and therefore ar- 
riving at the radiator, has a temperature of 200° F., 
and also that the temperature at the outlet from the 
radiator and therefore at the inlet to the boiler is 
160° F., it becomes then merely necessary to decide 
what is the height of the column of water in question. 

On this particular point many persons engaged 
in the heating business do not seem clear; for in- 
stance, the method shown in Fig. 2 is sometimes 
adopted. Here the height 4 has been the only one 
measured for the purpose of calculation and the cal- 
culated head used for determining the size of the 
main A; the risers feeding the groups of radiators 
being decided without special calculation, merely from 
previous practice. Again in Baldwin’s work, p. 45, 
an illustration similar to Fig. 3 is given; such an ar- 
rangement could not occur in practice, and this is not 
suggested by the author of the work in question, but 
the method of measuring the vertical height of the 
column appears inaccurate. The author believes the 
only satisfactory method is to take the center of grav- 
ity of the boiler and the center of gravity of the radi- 
ator, and measure the vertical height between the two 
points as shown in Fig. 1. If this method be admit- 
ted as correct, one column of water in the flow pipe 
may be assumed of a height “h” at a temperature of 
200° F. and another in the return pipe of the same 
height, but at a temperature of 160° F. 

The question then is, what effective head is present 
in the system which will cause the circulation of the 
water ? 

Hood in his work first points out his objections 
to the theory previously advanced by Tredgold, and 
states that in his own opinion the proper method to 
adopt is to consider the two columns of water as at an 
initial temperature of 39° F., and then to discover 
by how much the length of each column would ex- 
pand if heated to the temperature assumed above, and 
to deduct the height of one column from the other, 
and call this difference the head available to over- 
come all the frictional resistances encountered in the 
system. Fig. 4 will probably make this point clear; 
the vertical height A. B. which is equal to h”—h’ is, 
according to Hood, the effective head which causes 
circulation. It will be noted that this effective head 
is the height of a column of water at the higher tem- 
perature. Digressing for a moment from the point 
under discussion, the author must point out that the 
sole reason for desiring to discover the effective head 
is so that by using certain tables of formule concern- 
ing the flow of water in pipes, it may be possible to 
decide what is for this particular case the most suit- 
able size of pipe to adopt. Now, it must be remem- 
bered that all the-tables used in ordinary hydraulic 
work have been calculated from experiments made 
upon pipes in which water at a temperature of, say, 
40° to 50° F. was flowing, and that in most cases this 
temperature would be practically constant. It seems, 
therefore, that in considering a heating circulation a 
temperature must be assumed which is the mean of 
the temperatures existing in the various parts of the

It is not proposed in this paper to deal with the 
accuracy of applying data obtained by experiments 
upon water at 40° to 50° F. to the case of water at 
180° F. That is a matter which must be treated sep- 
arately. By Hood’s method, therefore, an effective 
head may be found and expressed in terms of water 
at 200° F., but applied to a body of water of an av- 
erage temperature of 180° F., it would seem, there- 
fore, that Hood’s figure should be reduced to a figure 
which would represent the height which the column 
h”—h’ would have if reduced to a temperature of 
180° F.

higher temperature and “h” the height of the water 
column in feet. 

In this formula no allowance is made for friction 
in the pipes, but so far as that is concerned it is pre- 
cisely on the same basis as the other formule already 
dealt with. In a footnote to page 251 Carpenter says: 
“See Hood’s work on ‘Warming Buildings, page 27. 
So far as the writer knows this theory has not before 
been questioned”—that is, of course, Hood’s theory 


as quoted above. On the same page he also says: 


‘Most computations of the velocity of circulati. 
hot water have entirely neglected the effect th: 
mass or weight of the water moved has on th 
locity, and hence the results as computed have 
many times greater than actually found.” He 
says, p. 250: “As a result of experiment the \ 
found considerable variation in different mea 
ments of velocity, but in no case did he find a ve! 
greater than that indicated by the formula”—tha: 
by his own formula—and he gives a table of v. 
ties which he calculates would be produced in pipes 
supposing they were frictionless. For all practical 
purposes the author ventures to think such a table js 
useless, and he has been unable to find any numerica| 
examples of the method of using Carpenter’s formula 
in actual practice. On page 263 Carpenter gives a 
table showing the “area and diameter of hot water 
heating mains, direct radiation,” but there appears to 
be no attempt made to show the connection between 
this table and the formula suggested by him and cited 
above. The author believes that Carpenter’s formula 
is only applicable, if at all, to the moment when the 
circulation is about to start, and that it is very mis 
leading for ordinary practice. 

Passing now to the method recommended by Prof 
Rietschel in the work cited below, it will be seen that 
he gives a formula of the, following form:

where h = the height of the water column in feet, y’ 
the specific gravity of the water in the return pipe, and 
y’ the specific gravity of the water in the flow pipe 
It will be observed that this formula gives an avail- 
able head precisely double that found by Prof. Car 
penter’s method. 

Prof. Carpenter is very rightly esteemed one of the 
first authorities on heating in the United States, while 
Prof. Dr. H. Rietschel has for.many years been es 
teemed one of the foremost authorities on the subject 
in Germany, and voluminous printed tables very wide- 
ly used there are based upon his formula. The author 
of the present paper has latterly always used Rietschel’s 
method, while previously he had used Hood’s method 
and both, in his opinion, give satisfactory results. The 
results obtained by either method differ very slightly 
but it will be seen that the difference between either 
of these methods and that suggested by Prof. Car- 
penter is very great. At first sight it would appear 
that it should be easy to determine which of the two 
formulz is the correct one, or to discover an accurate 
formula if neither be correct, but the matter is not 
so simple as it appears. Accurate results will 
pend upon a correct estimation of the frictional 
sistance of the internal surface of the pipes used,

PATTERNS FOR REGISTER BOXES. 





BY O, W. KOTHE, 
No. 13. 

The register box as required in furnace heating 
involves several points to be taken in consideration, 
as for instance, register boxes must be made to a 
size whereby the cast or steel register has the same 
area as the round pipe connecting to the box. Next 
they must be so constructed that they will not retard 
the heat in any way,and also that they will present a 
good appearance. In locating the point to place the 
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register in the room, it is best to place it as much out 
of the way as possible and still be in such a place that 
the heat will readily circulate about the room. Most 
furnace men place the first floor register right in the 
floor, while the second and third floor registers are 
placed in the wall, this is done to avoid making a turn 
or elbow in the wall pipe which would cause a friction 
and thus retard the flow of air. The side wall regis- 
ters also present the best appearance and are always 
out of the way -of floor sweepings, etc. The per- 
spective drawing belonging to Fig. 1 illustrated a 
common box for a floor register; this style of box is 
most frequently used as it is the simplest to construet 
and also gives good satisfaction. The one shown in 
Fig. 2 is a similar one only in transitional form. The 
advantage of this one over the first is it is stronger, 
presents a better appearance, and there are no flat sur- 
faces for dust to settle on as in the former one. The 
perspective shown in Fig. 3 illustrates a side wall 
register, and as will be seen requires no special box, 
is a set in head is put in the riser just above the open- 
ing that is cut for the register. In cutting this open- 
ing a 34-inch lap must be allowed for turning out as 
shown. The side wall register should be a special 
egister so as to do away with the heavy floor registers. 

In developing the patterns for Fig. 1 it is best to 
ay the two sides and bottom off in one piece of metal 
s shown; for this first draw the elevation to its re- 
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quired size and number all bends as shown by a, 3, c, 
etc. Then take the distances a-b, b-c, c-d, etc., and 
place them in numerical order below the elevation as 
shown by similar letters. Draw the stretchout lines 
through these points, and then drop lines from a, 8, c, 
etc.,.in the elevation until they reach lines in the 
stretchout having the same letter as shown, then 
through these points draw lines thus making the out- 
line of the pattern; next allow laps for seaming and 
the pattern for the sides and bottom are complete. 
The pattern for the end is merely a reproduction of 
one of the sides. A simple way of putting the collar 
in the box is shown by sections “A” and “B,”. where 
the collar is first run through a swedging machine so 
as to form a bead as shown in section “A.” Then 
when the edge is hammered over as shown in section 
“B,” the collar is clamped to the box, and so requires 
no further attention. However it frequently happens 
that small strips with a burr are turned out or inward 
and riveted on the collar as shown in section “C”; 
this is,a good method only it takes more time than 
the method shown by section “A.”

distance 7-4 from plan and using point 4 in plan as 
center mark point as /’; now from these points draw 
lines to the point O and you have the true length of 
lines to develop the pattern with. For the half pat- 
tern, draw a line equal to 4 B in planas shown by 4 B 
in pattern, then set compass equal to O-7, and using 
A and B as centers strike the cross ares in point J, 
also extend them indefinitely ; next take O-2, and again 
using 4 and B as centers strike arcs indefinitely as 
shown. It will be seen that O-3 and O-4 are the same 
leneth as O-7 and O-2, so in this case these two ares 
are all that is necessary. Reset the compass equal to one 
of the spaces in plan as for instance, space /-2, and

SAYS SHEATHING MUST 
EpiroR AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to Mr. O W. Johnston’s inquiry in re- 
gard to putting a tin roof on where a gravel and tar 
roof has been, the sheathing should be turned over or 
new put on, as tar must not come in contact with tin 
if the roof is expected to last verv long. 

And, too, the only sheathing that protects a tin roof 
on the under side is tongued and grooved flooring 
smooth side up and laid tight all around, no knot- 
holes allowed. 

No flux but rosin should ever be used to flow the 
solder on a tin roof. If you object to pulverized rosin, 
melt it in a kettle and stir in enough kerosene oil to 
keep it liquid when cool and it will not evaporate like 
when cut with gasoline. 

I might say, too, that no paint is as good for a tin 
roof as oxide of iron and pure linseed oil properly 
mixed and put on before the roof rusts amy.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Some of the leading thinkers in the business world 
are of the opinion that the time has come to cease com- 
plaining and go to work. They admit that business 
has been handicapped by numerous adverse circum- 
stances for some time past, but say it is now time to 
take a new hold and get busy. One of the largest 
copper handlers in the country says: “Whatever has 
been fundamentally wrong in commercial methods or 
industrial organization should be corrected and done 
away with, but it is high time to be delivered from 
the pessimism which sees nothing good in the Amer- 
ican business man of today. All our problems cannot 
be settled in a year, but they should not be magnified 
in a way that disturbs confidence and tends to keep the 
business of the country in a state of torpor. The re- 
sources of the country are so great and demand for all 
products, under normal conditions, so enormous, that 
the potential effect of a long list of favorable factors, 
such as could be enumerated did space permit, ought 
certainly to be encouraging to the cultivation of a more 
optimistic spirit than that recently discernible. With 
business standards of individual and corporate man- 
agement on the highest plane upon which they should 
rest business will broaden and prosper when these 
conditions become more generally accepted. But it 
should also be strictly seen to that the high standards 
of ethical and sound principles are demanded by the 
people from our political leaders and molders of law.” 

It is this spirit of optimism on the part of leaders in 
the business world that is relied upon to clear up the 
situation satisfactorily. The dullness in the iron and 
steel markets cannot be other than temporary, and it 
is already noticeable that jobbers who have been per- 
sistent in keeping out of the market are now coming in 
for actual requirements, and this buying promises to 
continue and be a supporting influence in future. 

The reported cut in prices of nails and wire has not 
yet been put into effect in Chicago territory. 


TINPLATE. 

Operations have been curtailed in some mills as 
much as 50 per cent, and orders are only routine in 
character and without any considerable volume. Prices 
are quotably unchanged. The London /ron & Coal 
Trade Review, in treating of the heavy exports of tin 
plate from the United States, which has resulted in 
exports of 47,000 tons more than was imported in 
the five months ending with July, as against a surplus 
of imports of 54,000 tons in the year 1910, say that 
no such sudden reversal ever before occurred in any 
steel product. ; 


SHEETS. 
The automobile industry is quoted as responsible for 
a large part of the present inquiry for sheets. While 
the market drags somewhat and is quotable at about 
60 cents a ton lower than formerly, there is a fairly 
good volume of tonnage moving. Some lines of con- 
sumption have fallen off, particularly those involving 


outside work, but other lines have come in hea. er. 
Some tendency to firmer prices is shown in ga): jn- 
ized sheets, but black are still low. The firmer ‘ -e|- 
ing in galvanized is due in some measure to the | gh 
cost of spelter. 


COPPER. 


The weakness in this metal is directly attributable 
to overproduction at the mines. This is shown by the 
statistics of production and consumption. The latest 
statistical statements by copper producers showed an 
increase in surplus metal for the month of September 
of 7,453,355 pounds. This addition to previous stocks 
brought the accumulation up to 140,894,856 pounds 
on October 1. Production in September amounted to 
115,588,950 pounds, as compared with 125,493,667 
pounds in August. Imports are heavy and the domes- 
tic mines are active, and copper authorities are con- 
vinced that low prices for copper are assured for sev- 
eral years to come. 

J. Chester Hutchinson, of Wiggin & Elwell, Boston, 
writes to AMERICAN ARTISAN as follows: 

We believe that there will be very little interest in cop- 
per until after the producers’ statement is published on No 
vember 8, which we expect will show an increase of about 
25,000,000 pounds in the visible supply, although this may lx 
materially reduced by large exports at the end of the month 
The indications of an increase of this size would naturally 
tend to keep consumers out of the market temporarily, but if 
domestic consumption shows any increase over last month, as 
we believe it will, prices are not likely to go off very much 

Our exports this month will probably be the smallest 
since April, 1910, but foreign consumption seems to hold up 
very well and the foreign visible supply is likely to show a1 
other large decrease on November 1. This condition will 
materially help the situation, as it matters very little whether 
the visible supply is held in this country or abroad so long as 
there is no great increase in the total amount. On a slight 
advance in copper this week the press published belated re 
ports of a large business; if the facts were known the) 
would show that there were large sales of copper under 12 Loc 
the previous week, then, with the pressure off, copper was 
easily advanced to 12.50c, where it is now selling. We have 
seen no published explanation of the reason for lake and 
electrolytic copper selling at the same price, but in our opirio!

TIN.

LEAD. 

L. Vogelstein & Co., New York, discussing the lead 
situation, say: 

“The recent declines in the lead market took the 
trade generally by surprise. These are the first changes 
of note in desilverized lead prices since November, 
1910, though Missouri brands during the same period 
have fluctuated over a range of twenty points—from 
4.22% to 4.42%. Various reasons have been assigned 
for the decline, but we take it the smaller consumption 
of white lead, due to the high price of linseed oil with 
resultant falling off in the paint trade, is chiefly re- 
sponsible.” 
~ Another report says: The big interests are com- 
pletely demoralized by the repeated decisions, unfav- 
orable to the trusts, which are being handed down, and 
buyers are holding completely aloof from the market ; 
while sellers are apparently making no effort to sus- 
tain prices. The annotincement of another cut in 
prices by the trust, was followed by a proportionate re- 
duction by sellers in the St. Louis market, but the 
buying is restricted to the immediate needs of consum- 
ers, and the larger sellers say that they are not offer- 
ing any metal at the decline. 

Sales were reported of 100,000 Ibs (East St. Louis) 
at 4.15c. The American Smelting & Refining Co. has 
reduced the price of shipment lead from 4.35 to 4.25c 
in 50-ton lots. 


COKE. 


Buying of furnace coke for October shipment is 
fairly active in small lots. Good demand for October 
deliveries was in evidence. Consumers are taking 
shipments against contract freely and the demand is 
good in consequence. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$1,75@1.90 is quoted for prompt shipment and $2.00 
(@2.25 for shipment over the second half of this year. 
Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at $1.50 

1.55 for prompt shipment and $1.65@1.75 for ship- 
ment over the next six months. 


‘ANTIMONY. 


In the face of an excellent demand from consumers 
the market firmed up and prices advanced nearly $5 
ton. Then a reaction set in and prices declined. This 
ems to have been due to the disposition on the part 
foreign holders to exact higher prices, which was 
sented on this side. The situation is such that 
nerican buyers can afford to hold off for awhile, and

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PIG IRON. 
Inquiry is somewhat improved. There is said to be 
a demand for about 10,000 tons for delivery in New 
England, New York and New Jersey. Sales made 
in the East during the last few days have amounted 
to about 5,000 tons. Pipe works have also closed for 
several additional lots and are still in the market. A 
valley furnace interest reports that sales aggregating 
6,500 tons of basic and malleable iron have been made 
as low as $12.50 valley. Some additional sales of basic 
iron were made at a slightly higher figure. An inquiry 
for 1,000 tons of foundry iron for first half delivery is 
believed to have been put out to test the market.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, O., say in their weekly 
market report: 


Locally the market shows improvement in several di- 
rections. There have been some larger inquiries and one 
or two orders placed for a good tonnage. In the present 
market price is everything and business goes to the lowest 
figure. As a consequence those furnaces whose order books 
are not as well filled as others and which are keeping close 
tab on what is going on, are making the lower figures and 
getting most of the business. There is no change in the char- 
acter of the inquiry and orders placed as they are, as they 
have been for several weeks past, mostly spot business, al- 
though there is a growing tendency toward first-quarter and 
first-half business, without, as yet, any sympathetic response 
on the part of the furnaces. At some points it is being re- 
ported there is some little scarcity of prompt-movement iron 
which, with the regularity of requests from users for prompt 
shipment, shows stocks on consumers’ yards are certainly 
closely shaved down. It is felt that a reduction in stocks on 
furnace yards for October will be marked and have a no- 
ticeable effect the first of next month. 

Coke is without change, a few local sales for spot ship 
ment and one or two inquiries for furnace fuel covering the 
balance of this year are the only features. 


Mathew Addy & Co. in their market report say: 

The New York Journal of Commerce says we are always 
optimistic in regard to pig iron. It has been pretty hard this 
year to maintain a cheerful attitude, but during the ninety 
days beginning July 1 pig iron stocks in furnace yards de- 
creased 20 per cent. That is surely a good sign. It is a fact 
of the gravest importance, and if this reduction continues at 
this rate, within six months stocks will be reduced so that the 
market will change entirely. As things are now, the market 
belongs to the consumer. He can do very much as he pleases. 
But with stocks reduced it will be a producer’s market and 
higher prices mean better times for both the maker and the 
buyer. It has been a buyer’s market for two years and iron 
masters will heartily welcome the time when they shall again 
have something to say as to the price at which their product 
is to be sold. 

The developments of the week have not been significant. 
Trade has been jogging along in fairly satisfactory way with 
some small buying for this year’s shipment, and every now 
and then a good order for next year. Certainly as much iron 
is being sold as is being made. It is pleasant to record that 
many melters are short of iron and are asking to have ship- 
ments hurried.
